An electric current caving a voltage 


of 1,000 is usually considered highly 
danfe'erous. Exposed to its full force, 
a man is liable to be killed in an in- 
slaiit. If n wire currying such a cur- 
rent should be broken and the end fal 
on a person so situated as to complete 
the circuit to the earth, the effect 
would probably '-be fatal. This is one 
of the reasons why, for many years 
electric light and trolley wires were 
never permitted to carry voltages 
above 500. It is now becoming com- 
mon, especially on arc-light circuits, 
to use a voltage of several thousand

Ihtia exposed from accidental contact 
n ith light wires is therefore increasing 
e\ery year. 


A great deal of study has been,<j(e- 


voted to the invention of devices which 
would render such wires harmless in 
case of br call age. Among- these ap- 
pliances is one designed by A. E. 
Hutchius, of Detroit. At a public ex- 
hibition of its workings, a few weeks 
up-o, he 'took in his bure band and 
placed in his mouth the end of a fallen 
wire, whichr previous to its being cut 
for the test waa carrying a current 
with an electromotive force of 3,000 
volts. He then walked barefooted 
into a shallow pool of water, thus es- 
tablishing about as perfect a contact 
as was possible. Had the current still 
been flowing through the extreme end 
of the wire it" would have passed 
through him to the earth and killed 
him "as quick as a wink." His escape 
was due to the efficacy of his invention. 
This consists of provision for switch- 
ing the current down to the earth by 
a different route. On each pole carry- 
ing- the wire and on each side of the 
supporting insulator, Mr. Hutchins 
places a Y-shaped piece of metal, con- 
necting with a "ground wirp" running 
down the pole into the earth, and thorv 
carefully attached to a water-pipe or 
other good conductor. 


The "line" wire is made to pass be- 


tween the branches of this fork, but 
ordinarily is stretched so tight that it 
does not touch. When, however, the 
wire is broken, it falls down so as to 
rest in the crotch. If there be any in- 
sulative covering on the wire this is 
scraped off for an inch or two when the 
line ia being constructed, so us to leave 
the copper bare where it is liable tJ 
touch the fork, thus insuring a perfect 
contact. And to prevent the wire from 
getting outside of the Y, the upper end;' 
of the latter are bent over so as to close 
the opening- overhead. When this de- 
vice comes into action, in emergencies, 
the current flows down the pole, and the 
dangling end of the line wire ceases to 
carry electricity. It is now no longer 
''live," but "dead" and harmless. 


With the increasing use of electricity 


which the future, the near 
future, 


promises in all densely populated coun- 
tries, th« tendency will be toward higher 
voltages than are now common. 
Un- 


less l».es carrying high potential cur- 
rents are put in conduits underground, 
therefore, 
some such device as that 


here described will be needed. It will 
add a trifle to the cost of a line to use 
appliances of this sort; but public safe- 
ty will demand and legislation will re- 
quire their adoption.—N. Y. Tribune.

MONROE'S DOCTRINE. 


The Demand of the British Govern- 


ment Against Brazil, 


» REFEREKE TO TBIKIDID ISLHD, 


Renews Interest in the Question of Eu- 


ropean Encroachments Upon Ameri- 


can Soil—Argentina's Claim to 


the Falkland Islands, Etc. 


WASHINGTON-, Jan. 22.—The cable 


announcement that Lord Salisbury's 
note presented to the government of 
Rio Janeiro demanded that Brazil 
should accept arbitration to decide the 
ownership of the island of Trinidad 
before 
February «, in default of 


which the island should be considered 
to belong to (treat liritain without 
further appeal, has caused serious 
comment here, which has not been 
diminished by the further statement 
that Brazil had definitely refused the 
proposition and had demanded that 
Great Britain should immediately re- 
store the island to Brazilian control; 
nor has the situation been rendered 
less acute by the intelligence conveyed 
in a United I'ress cablegram 
from 


Buenos Ayres announcing that the 
Argentine government had canceled 
the English Cable Co. s concession and 
had made common cause witli Brazil. 


In official circles, deep significance is 


attached to the concerted action of the 
two largest South American republics 
in directly antagonizing British claims 
to American possessions. 


Minister Mendonca, of Brazil, spent 


half an hour by .special appointment 
with Secretary Olney at the state de- 
partment yesterday afternoon, and it is 
suspected that the interview related to 
the decisive stand Brazil had taken in 
regard to Lord Salisbury's note. 


The Brazilian view of the matter is 


that to expect them to arbitrate the 
ownership of Trinidad would be as un- 
reasonable as to ask the t'nited States 
to arbitrate the possession of Block 
Island if England should suddenly oc- 
cupy it on the ground that the United 
States had not hithereto made u good 
use of it 
Or, as another example, 


that the L'nited States would tamely 
submit to England's establishing a 
corfcny on an uninhabited Florida key 
under the British flag because it was a 
desirable cable 
station and fit for 


nothing else 


A naval officer w ho is entrusted with 


the duty of keeping account of the 
submarine cables of the world, ex- 
plained the BuenoB Ayres dispatches 
yesterday as follows: 


"An English company hold.s an ex- 


clusive concession for coastwise ca- 
llefc in Brazil, the concession having 
about twenty years more to run. Sir 
John Fender, the cable king, several 
years ago determined to secure tele- 
graphic connection between his great 
systems and the Pacific coast of South 
America, which is a lucrative field 
for telegraphic enterprises 
To that 


end he entered 
into negotiations 


with 
ull 
the 
South 
American 


countries 
for 
concessions. 
being 


successful in almost every county ex- 
cept in Brazil, where he was antago- 
nized by the English company, which, 
under its exclusive right, operates all 
the lines from the Amazon to the Rio 
Plata 
He asked Brazil for the use of 


the island of Trinidad as an interme- 
diate station, but the English com- 
pany in Brazil opposed this and de- 
feated it through the very fact that 
Trinidad was Brazilian and therefore 
included in its own absolute conces- 
sion. 
"Sir John Fender went ahead how- 


ever, with his negotiations with other 
countries until a sufficient time had 
.elapsed for an English war ship to go 
•ecretly to Trinidad and land there :t 
number of Sir John Fender's employes 
Tiie English flag was raised, the cable 
company's operatives were left in pos- 
session and the war ship steamed away 
again. The only inhabitants of Trim- 
dad to-day are Sir John Fender's men 
taken there by the English govern- 
ment. 


"The concession secured from the 


Argentine government, which 
was 


especially favorable to that country, 
provided for the construction of a ca- 
ble connecitng with 
the company's 


main line on the African coast and 
proceeding thence to Trinidad, the 
new port of La Plata, the Falkland is- 
lands and so around to Chili, the Ar- 
gentine government giving the right 
«nly for the landing at La Plata." 


It has been learned from a member 


of the diplomatic corps who has the 
confidence oi the South American rep- 
resentives that Argentina's action is 
based on President Cleveland's Monroe 
doctrine message, and is inspired by 
the hope that the United States will 
recognize the right of Argentina to the 
Falkland islands, which were forcibly 
taken by Great Britain, with the 
acquiescence of the United States, 
subsequent to the Moaroe doctrine's 
enunciation. 
The islands were owned 


and settled by Spain, and thus became 
part ol the Buenos Ayres republic. 


Argentina 
rigorously 
protested 


when they were seized by England, 
and in a proclamation declared that 
though Argentina was unable to re- 
sist the powerful force of England, it 
continued to firmly adhere to its claim 
to the rightful ownership of the terri- 
tory. 


Under these circumstances Argen- 


tina, on the 15th inst., informed the 
cable company that it considered the 
proposed landing place at Trinidad as 
illegal, and that it could not recognize 
»ny alleged permit to use the Falk- 
land islands, consequently by its own 
terms the concession 
fell 
to 
the 


ground. 


It U intimated that a specially ac- 


credited minister from Buenos Ayres 
will soon come to the United States to 
endeavor to reopen the dispute as to 
the ownership of the Falkland islands 
in view of the stand taken by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, on the Venezuela 
boundary dispute. 


President Cleveland in his first an- 


nual message to congress in IBto, re- 
ferring to this question, said: 


"The Argentine government has re- 


vived the long dormant question of the 
Falkland islands claiming from tne 
United States indemnity for theirloss, 
attributed to the action of the com- 
mander of the sloop of war LeMngton, 
in break-in-,' up a practical colony on 
these islands in IV. I <*nd their subse- 
quent occupation by Great Britain 
In 


view of the ample justification for the 
act of the Lexington, and the derelict 
condition of the islands before and 
after their alleged occupation by Ar- 
gentine colonists, this government coii- 
sidcresthe claim as wholly ground- 
less"' 
-Friends of the Argentine govern- 


ment, however, claim that this re- 
ferred wholly to claims which the Ar- 
gentine authorities were then pressing 
against this country, and as they have 
now been delinitely abandoned for 
amicable reasons, they believe the 
United States will not disregard the 
proofs of ownership ivhicll c:in now be 
presented, as they are similar m all 
respects to those of Brazil and \ene- 
zuela, which have been espoused by 
Secretary Olney."

O.), chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, remarked 
that the resolution would be setting 
an example that might give the gov- 
ernment a great deal of trouble. 


Most of the day's session was spent 


in disposing of bills on the calendar 
that were unobjected to. Some 63 
measures were passed, the majority of 
them private pension bills. 


The senate, at J:55, adjourned until 


to-mon ow. 


HOUSE. 


The house of representatives to-day, 


passed its third appropriation bill- 
that providing for urgent deficiencies 
for current and past fiscal years, re- 
ported yesterday. The total amount 
carried by the bill as prepared by the 
committee on appropriations was 84,- 
415.92H, and as passed by the house 84,- 
430,403. Nearly three-quarters of the 
amount named in the bill was for 
court expenses, largely fees of wit- 
nesses, deputy marshals and commis- 
sioners; and much of the debate on 
the bill was devoted to the necessity 
of reform in the fee system which now 
prevails. 


Earlier in the day a joint resolution 


providing for an increase of 20 in the 
number of reports and documents fur- 
nished the state department, gave rise 
to a discussion of the printing bill 
passed at the last session of congress. 
It was criticised by Mr. Cannon (rep., 
111.) and defended by Mr. Richardson 
(dem., Tenn.), who managed its pass- 
age through the house. 


Resolutions were agreed to calling 


upon the secretary of the treasury to 
inform the house whether or not, in 
his opinion, the provision of law for 
the safety of the public in ocean travel 
were sufficient, and, if so, whether or 
not they were being enforced; and for 
a statement of the reasons for the de- 
lay in the construction of the San 
Francisco post office building. 


A bill was passed affirming and legal- 


izing the issue of certain bonds au- 
thorized by the last legislature of New 
Mexico for public buildings. 


At 4:J") o'clock the house adjourned 


until to-morrow.
